SECTION 3 — VEHICLE REGISTRATION REQUIREMENTS

Vehicles not operating under manufacturer or distributor plates, issued by Occupational Licensing or a 
state where a reciprocal agreement exists, are required to have current California registration. The following 
additional documents are required to register autonomous test vehicles (AV) pursuant to California Code of 
Regulations Sections 227.48 and 227.50:

•	 The California Certificate of Title or if lost, an Application for Duplicate or Paperless Title (REG 227).
•	 A Statement of Facts (REG 256) from the manufacturer that certifies:

o The AV will be operated for testing purposes only.
o A brief description of the autonomous technology or features integrated into the vehicle and the 

functional capabilities made possible by this technology.
•	 A Brake and Light Adjustment Certificate issued by an entity licensed by the California Bureau of 

Automotive Repair.  
•	 A smog certificate issued by an entity licensed by the California Bureau of Automotive Repair or permit 

issued pursuant to Health and Safety Code Section 43014.
